This application filed April 21, 1999 claims benefit to provisional applications: 
60/028,665, filed April 22, 1998; 60/1 1 1 ,653, filed December 9, 1998; and 60/1 1 1,637, 
filed December 9, 1998. 

Applicants' amendment filed August 24, 2004, has been received and entered. 
Claim 5 has been amended. Claim 6, 11, 13-45 have been cancelled. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 
12 and 46 are pending and currently under examination. 

Election/Restriction 
Applicants' election made March 9, 2000, paper number 9, was made with 
traverse . Claims 13-45 drawn to the non-elected inventions have been cancelled. 
Pending claims 1-5, 7-10, 12 and 46 are drawn to the elected invention. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As indicated previously, claims 1,7-10, 12 and 46 were allowed. Upon 
consideration of Applicants' arguments and in light of the information in the supporting 
references of Bernhard et al and Hwang et al Specifically, claims 2-5 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the art of record indicated that cell cycle 
synchronization with ionizing radiation would result in G2 arrest, not at other points in 
the cell cycle as specifically claimed in claims 2-5. Bernhard et al. and Hwang et aL 
provide evidence that at the time of filing it was recognized that ionizing radiation can be

used to affect cell cycle progression at various points in the cell cycle, including those of 
claims 2-5. ^
